The constitutionality of North Da- 


kota's teachers' retirement .and pen- 
elon act was attacked in supreme 
court yesterday by Treasurer A. E. 
Hauge, of Ransom county, who ap- 
pealed from a district court decision 
upholding the act. Hauge declined 
to turn over to the trustees of the 
fund the ten cent per capita assess- 
ment levied by law on all children 
of school age, holding that such act 
would constitute an illegal diversion 
of funds. 


The trustees of the teachers' fund, 


John A. Hatg and cithers, brought ac- 
tion against the county treasurer to 
compel him to make the assessment. 
They won the decision in the lower 
court, and the Ransom treasurer ap- 
pealed. He was represented tar States 
Attorney J. V, Backlund, and toe trus- 
tees by Assistant Attorney General 
H. A. Bronson. In the course of the 
arguments tt was stated that more 
than 1100,000 has accumulated In the 
retirement and pension fund, while 
pensions due total but SS.OOO.
